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Trichaitobhorus new genus. 


(Wingless viviparous female)—Body a little corrugated on the dorsum, 
lacking long dorsal setae, but with prominent flattened setae arranged 
in a row on the margin. Head fused with the pronotum, not divided 
by a median suture. Frontal tubercles absent. Eyes rather small, 
prominently protruding, with short ocular tubercles. Antennae short, 
o-segmented, without long setae and transverse rows of microtrichiae; 
the third segment lacking sensoria, distal part of the last segment long. 
Cornicles short, truncate. Cauda rounded, not or scarcely constricted 
basally. Anal plate not indented at the hind margin. Trochanters 
defined from the femora. Abdomen with 7 pairs of spiracles. 

Genotype—Tvichaitophorus aceris new species. 

Allied to Sinochaitophorus Takahashi, but differs in possessing long 
flattened setae in a row on the margin, in lacking long dorsal setae, 
the cauda not constricted basally, the anal plate not bilobed, the eyes 
prominently protruding, and in other structures. 


Tvichaitophorus aceris new species. 


(Wingless viviparous female)—Dark green, antennae dusky on the 
last 2 segments, legs dark on the tarsi, cornicles black, cauda not black. 
Body elongate, somewhat flattened, a little sclerotised on the dorsum, 
a little corrugated on the lateral part of venter and also on the dorsum 
except on the median areas of thorax and abdomen, lacking granules 
on the dorsum, with very long flattened setae arranged in a row on 
the margin, and a few minute blunt setae on the dorsum; the marginal 


* The present paper is one of the results of my studies carried out with the financial 
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setae each arising from a small tubercle and most of them dilated at 
about the middle. Head fused with the pronotum, wide on the front, 
with 4 minute blunt dorsal setae in a row between the eyes, and 4 
very long stout setae on the front between the eyes, the frontal setae 
much longer than the basal 2 antennal segments taken together, curved 
mesad; 2 pairs of similar, but shorter, ventral setae present near the 
front, the posterior pair of which is much shorter; 2 pairs of short 
simple curved setae also on the venter between the antennae. Frontal 
tubercles absent. Eyes rather small, prominently protruding, with 
very short ocular tubercles. Antennae short, 5-segmented, without 
microtrichiae ; the basal segment as 
long as wide, the mesal side longer 
than the lateral, with 1 or 2 curved 
stout setae; the second somewhat 
wider than long, with a similar seta; 
the third imbricated, with 4 minute 
setae ; the fourth imbricated, slightly 
narrowed toward the base, about 
thrice as long as wide, sometimes 
fused with the third, with a minute 
seta, the sensorium small, circular, 
not surrounded with setae; the fifth 
imbricated, with a minute seta on 
the basal part, the distal part rather 
stout; the relative length of seg- 
ments about as follows: III—33, IV 


—14, V—15+20. Rostrum very 
short, blunt at the apex, reaching 


beyond the front coxae, the distal 
segment approximately as long as 
the penultimate. Meso- and meta- 
notum and the first and eighth ab- 
dominal segments defined, but other abdominal segments faintly dis- 
cernible on the dorsum ; mesothorax much larger than the metathorax. 
Pro- and mesothorax with 3 or 4 setae on the side, the anterior 2 or 
3 of which are much smaller and not dilated ; metathorax and the first 
to fifth abdominal segments with a long lateral seta; the sixth and 
seventh with 2 similar lateral ones; the eighth with 3 pairs of marginal 
setae; dorsal minute setae on the abdomen arranged nearly in a trans- 
verse row on each segment. Cornicles short, wider than long, widened

toward the base, striate,truncate apically. Cauda rather large, rounded, 
very slightly or not constricted basally, wider than long, with about 12 
long setae, which are simple and curved. Anal plate short, not indented 
on the hind margin, setose, with some very long setae, a pair of which 
setae on the hind margin is longer. Legs short; trochanters distinct, 
with a long simple seta; middle and hind femora not reaching the 
body margin; tibiae much stouter than the third antennal segment, not 
striate, with some long simple setae slightly curved, the longer ones 
of which setae are longer than the diameter of tibiae, without stout 
spines on the distal part; hind tibiae with more setae; tarsi not striate, 
without capitate setae, provided with 2 long setae and a short median 
one on the basal segment ; empodial setae flattened. Abdominal spiracles 
7 on each side as usual. 

Body—1.4 mm., head—0.38 mm. wide including eyes, antenna—0.45 
mm., cornicle—0.051 mm. in diameter at apex, cauda-—0.09 mm. wide, 
0.055mm long, anal plate—0.138mm. wide, hind femur—0.26 mm, 
hind tibia—0.34 mm. long, 0 028-0.03 mm. wide at middle, hind tarsus 
—0.092 mm., frontal seta —0.125 mm., marginal seta on basal abdominal 
segments—-0.12-0.13 mm. 

Host plant—Acerv rubescens Hayata (Aceraceae), attacking the 
young leaf. 

Habitat--Formosa: Aristan (Mt. Ari) (about 7500 feet above sea 
level). 

Some apterous forms were collected by the writer on August 26, 
1936.
